WASHINGTON—A $10- 
$12 million conventional missile 
assembly and storage plant is 
planned for Pike County by 1992, 
Congressman Bill Dickinson an- 
nounced recently. 

Dickinson was informed of 
the proposed plant by officials 
with Martin Marietta Missile 
Systems of Orlando, Fla., who 
visited his Washington office. 

"According to Martin 
Marietta officials," said Dickin- 
son, "they have obtained an op- 
tion on 2,500 to 3,850 acres of 
land nine miles north of Troy, six 
miles from the Troy airport on 
which they plan to construct 
facilities for storage and assemb- 
ly of conventional missile sys- 
tems. 

"Some of the missile systems 
to be constructed and stored at the 
new Troy site include: The Mul- 
tiple Launch Rocket System/Ter- 
minal Guidance Warhead 
(MLRS/TGW), the ADATS 
Mobile Air Defense System, and 
the Advanced = Anti-tank 
Weapons System (AAWS-M)," 


said Dickinson. 

"The decision of this major 
defense industry to come to Pike 
County certainly bodes well for 
the local and state economies,” 


said Dickinson. "Despite defense 


cuts on the national level, 
Alabama’s Second District con- 
tinues to enjoy strong growth in 
military construction and is draw- 
ing interest from defense contrac- 
tors. Martin-Marietta is the 
second defense-related industry 
this year to announce plans for 
location in Southeast Alabama. I 
will continue to do all that I can 
to ensure new defense jobs and an 
ever stable economy for 
Southeast Alabama." 
Martin-Marietta plans to 
construct an assembly building, 
an administrative building, a 
shipping building and several 
ordnance storage facilities on the 
Pike County site.

"THE RICH PROPHET WHO KNEW HE WAS POOR" 


The last few weeks I've been 
sharing with you from the Bible 
some words about the old testament 
prophets and their times. Today I 
would like to share with you about 
the prophet Isaiah. Isaiah ministered 
in the southern kingdom, Judah, 
while Amos who we looked at a few 
weeks ago preached in the northern 
kingdom, Isracl. Amos was a rugged 
prophet who made a living farming. 
Most of us South Alabama people 
can identify in some ways with that. 
Isaiah was of the opposite back- 
ground. He more than likely came 
from a rich family line as he minis- 
tered to several of the kings of that 
time period. ; 

Money and the standard of living 
we are in often affects how we feel 
toward spiritual things. The more 
earthly items and so called "security" 
we have tends to pull us away from 
church and the need for God. A 
study of the scriptuure and a look al 
today's society will prove this easi- 
ly! However, Isaiah was a prophet 
who did not let his standard of living 
affect his attitude toward the need of 


We find a good example of this in 
Isaiah 6:1-8. This passage comes af- 
ter the death of King Uzziah. King 
Uzziah had not only been the king 
Isaiah served under in Judah but also 
seemed to be a close friend. We find 
Isaiah who was probably rich by 
carthly standards sccing himself spir-

itually poor by God's standards. He 
had sorrow in his heart and he knew 
he could only turn in one direction 
and that was to God. The definition 
of a spiritually poor person is one 
who sees that he or she depends 
upon God on everything. Isaiah did 
that in this passage. 

In 6; 1 - 8 we find Isaiah having a 
vision of the Lord upon his throne. 
In this vision we see how a spiritual- 
ly poor man worships and is called 
by God. In verses 2 - 4 Isaiah seems 
to be caught up in the praise of God. 
In verses 5 - 7 Isaiah expresses his 
need for God because he is a sinner 
and lives among sinful people, and 
he is forgiven and cleansed. Finally 
in verse 8 Isaiah hears the call from 
God for a minister to the people of 
Judah, and he accepts the invitation 
and commits himself to the task. 

After looking at the prophet 
Isaiah, we need to realize that we all 
need God no matter what our social 
standing is. Also, we get a look at 
genuine worship from him. We 
should be able to go meet God, con- 
fess our sins, and commit ourselves 
to any tasks he needs done. At Zion 
Chapel Baptist, we have a slogan on 
our bulletins every Sunday that says 
"Enter to Worship, Depart to Serve." 
I don't know who started that but 
wey certainly thought like Isaiah

In these passages the 
Apostle emphasizes the im- 
portance of fidelity to that 
heavensent message com- 
mitted to him by revela- 
tion; that message which 
he says in Tit. 1:2,3, was 
“promised before the ages 
began” but made known “in 
due time...through preach- 
ing which is committed un- 
tome....” 

Ever since Paul's day re- 
ligious leaders have’ sub- 
stituted other messages for 
that committed by the glo- 
rified Lord to Paul. The law 
of Moses, the Sermon on 
Mount, the “great commis- 
sion”, and Pentecost have 
all been confused with 
God’s message and _ pro- 
gram for the dispensation 
of grace. This is what has 
bewildered and divided the 
Church and ripened it for 
the apostasy. 


But the new evangeli- 
calism of our day is still 
more dangerous, It is big, 
It is well financed. It is pop- 
ular. It is subtle. Perhaps 
its greatest danger lies in 
the fact that while claiming 
to be “conservative”, it 
minimizes the importance 
of the fundamentals and 
the danger of apostatizing 
from them. 


Thus the insired words 
ofthe Apostle Paul: "Charge

Over one-half of 
boating deaths 
alcohol related 


More than half the Alabama boat- 
ing accidents that resulted in death 
were traced to alcohol. 

We've all heard the expression 
“blind drunk.” Officer Rand Ragland 
of the Alabama Marine Police says 
that term is truer than you might 
think. 

“Too much alcohol seriously re- 
Stricts a boater's vision,” says Rag- 
land “Alcohol induces tunnel vision 
(inability to see the side), reduces 
depth perception and decreases night 
vision. Alcohol also reduces the abil- 
ity to distinguish colors, especially 
red and green--the colors of a boat's 
running lights.” 

The effect of alcohol on vision is 
only one reason why drunk boaters 
are as dangerous as drunk drivers. 
Even small amounts of alcohol can 
have deadly consequences, especial- 
ly for boat operators. With each 
drink, a person's ability to coordinate 
their arm and leg movements de- 
creases. A drunk boater, like a drunk 
driver, also has difficulty in respond- 
ing to emergency situalions, 

When you mix booze and boat- 
ing, you don't have to be “dead 
drunk” to end up dead.

year,” stated Elba's Coach Mack 
Wood, "and we'll have to play our 
best game and play over our heads to 
have a chance at winning."

Girl Scouts 
Celebrate 
Founder's Day 


Girl Scouts everywhere will cele- 
brate the birth of Juliette Gordor 
Low, *the founder of Girl Scouts of 
the U. S. A., on October 31, 1990, 
Juliette Low worked most of her life 
to ensure all girls had an opportunity 
to become their very best. 

Seventy-eight years ago in 1912, 
Juliette Low formed the first Girl 
Scout troop in Savannah, Georgia. 
After working with Girl Guides in 
England and Scotland, Juliette Low 
came back to the United States to de- 
clare that she had "something for the 
girls of Savannah, and all America, 
and all the World." 

The first Girl Scout troop of 18 
girls played games, took nature 
hikes, went camping, learned first 
aid, and helped other people. Juliette 
Low believed that outdoor life was 
an important part of Girl Scouting, 
and she spent a lot of her own mon- 
ey making sure the girls had places 
to camp, Camp Lowlands, in Geor- 
gia, was the first official Girl Scout 
camp.

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Trash & dumping fees could

Some state officials and business- 
es are warning that new federal and 
state guidelines on solid waste 
dumping may cause trash pick-up 
and dumping fees to rise. 

Coffee County Engineer Mark 
Pool said the new regulations will 
cause dumping fees for the single 
Coffee County landfill to rise. He 
said the county has an option to buy 
450 acres to be used for a new land- 
fill. 

Pool estimates, however, that gar- 
bage pickup and dumping fees in 
Coffee County could double because 
of the new regulations. 

The Alabama Department of En- 
vironmental Management made a list 
of solid waste disposal guidelines 
that were approved by the Legisla- 
ture last fall. Those guidelines call 


’ for state municipalities and counties 


to come up with a plan by November 
18 that would put stricter measures 
on landfill maintenance and closure 
as well as to develop a comprehen- 
sive recycling program. 

The Environmental Protection 
Agency is also expected to reveal its 
tighter landfill laws later this year. 
The EPA is proposing that all 
counties and municipalities in the 
country phase out present landfills 
18 months after the new laws are 
published in the Federal Register. 
The landfills would be replaced with

Tips offered for a safe Halloween 


Halloween is a favorite celebra- 
tion for children and Dr. Perry L. 
Lovely, medical director of the Ala- 
bama Poison Center, reminds par- 
ents to help make it a safe time as 
well. Dr. Lovely suggests the follow- 
ing precautions: 

1. Feed your child before he or 
she goes trick or treating, or prepare 
a snack to eat along the route. That 
way your child can wait to eat the 
treats until you inspect them. 

2: Do not allow children to eat 

anything that is: 

-not in the original wrapper 

-has holes in the wrapper 

-is homemade 

3. Go with young children and 

only to homes you know. 

4. If you have a jack 'o lantern on 

the front porch, use a flashlight 

instead of a candle inside. That 
way if a costume brushes by it, 
there is no danger of fire. 

5. Consider alternatives to giving 

candy. Stickers, pencil sharpen- 

ers, instant photos, barrettes, mag- 
nets, party favors, or a shiny nick- 
el, dime or quarter are favorites. 

Dr. Lovely suggests parents may 
want to have a Halloween party at 
home where children could bob for 
apples or jump for donuts. A fun ac- 
tivity would be to let the children 
“mummy wrap” one child in toilet 
paper, or let each child make a face 
mask with felt tip markers or cray- 
ons using paper bags. Lovely cau- 
tioned that very young children can 
be frightened by wearing a face 
mask. He said, “To a very small 
child it can be hard to ditferentiate 
between fantasy and reality. To 
some, if you put on the mask, you 
are the mask. They are just too 
young to undersiand that under the 
mask is the real person. An alterna- 
tive to a mask might be face paint- 
ing. It can be less frightening, and in 
a practice session, the child might 
enjoy ‘painting’ the adult's face too.’ 

The following recipe is for non- 
toxic makeup that wipes right off: 
mix together 1 tablespoon solid 
shortening, 2 tablespoons cornstarch, 
and food coloring. For red, use 2 
drops red; for brown, | drop red and

ones conforming to the new laws. 

As a result of the legislation, 
some officials say the amount of 
money people pay for disposal of 
their trash could at least double with- 
in the next two years, 

Jack Honeycutt, chief of ADEM's 
Solid Waste Branch, said people and 
industry in Alabama collectively 
throw away one ton of solid waste 
per year per person. 

Honeycutt said with all this waste 
being generated the average life for 
the 100 landfills in the state is three 


years, 
Because of the shortage of space, 
Honeycutt said, the Legislature 


asked ADEM to come up with 
guidelines that counties and munici- 
palities could follow when making 
up their solid waste disposal plans. 
As part of the guidelines, Honey- 
cult said that counties and munici- 
palities in the state have to assure the 
State legislature that they will have a 


solid waste dumping site for 10 


years. He said the site can be a 
county landfill or a regional landfill. 

Also, in the state plan, counties 
and municipalities will have to re- 


evaluate the amount of trash in their 


landfill annually to make sure that 
they have adequate capacity. He said 
if the capacity drops below three 
years then the counties have to up- 
grade to landfills again to 10 years. 

Honeycutt said the ciiy or county 
plan also needs to include provisions 
to tecycle 25 percent cf the solid 
waste gencrated by people in the 
county or municipality. He said a 
_lime frame has not been set by the 
Legislature but he expects that 
counties and cities will need to have 
the recycling plan implemented 
within two to three years. 

Finally, he said, the plan needs to 
include provisions for the removal of

Military personnel 
in Middle East can 
‘vote on Nov. 1st. 


Military personnel serving in Op- 
eration Desert Shield in the Middle 
East need not be deprived of their 
right to vote in the upcoming elec- 
tion. 

The Federal Voting Assistance 
Program, in cooperation with AT&T 
and the assistance of Office Technol- 
ogy Corporation and local election 
officials, may fax absentee ballots to 
servicemen and women serving in 
the Middle East.

He said roadside dumps provide the 
largest environment problem in the 
state, 

However, couaties will also have 
to contend with stricter federal regu- 
lations. The EPA regulations, which 
will fall under subtitle D of the Re- 
source Conservation and Recovery 
Act, are expected by the end of the 
year. 

Honeycutt said the EPA regula- 
tions will require liners and leachate 
collection systems to be installed in 
landfills to prevent contamination of 
the groundwater. 

The EPA regulations will also re- 
quire landfills to be capped with clay 
after they are closed. Managers of 
the landfills will be required to annu- 
ally monitor the groundwater flow- 
ing around the landfill as well as the 
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rise due to new guidelines 


methane gas output of the landfill, 
“These regulations will drastical- 
ly change how we do anything in 
waste management,” Honeycutt said, 
Honeycutt said the liners and the 
caps will cost counties the most 
money, about $2,000 per acre in the 
landfills. He said most of the 
counties and cities will get out of 
waste management altogether, leay- 
ing only a few regional dump sites. 
“We project, within about a four 
to five year period, when all this gets 
into place, the 100 landfills we have 
in the state will dwindle to about 15 
or 20 regional sites,” Honeycutt said. 
He said most of these sites will most 
likely be run by private contractors, 
like Waste Management of North 
America. 
He said, however, that even with 
regional sites, trucking the garbage 
up to 75 miles away will cost more 


than having a county landfill. Also 
very few counties will want to have 
a regional site in their area. He said 
most of the counties suffer from the 
NIMBY (Not In My Back Yard) 
syndrome.‘‘Historically in this state, 
people are so apathetic you can't get 
a comment from any of them unless 
you go and put a landfill in their 
community,” Honeycutt said. 

Pool said the Coffee County 
Commission has already submitted 
its dumping proposal to the state. He 
added that Coffee County will have 
the hardest time trying to meet the 
25 percent recycling goal. 

While counties and municipalities 
may have a hard time keeping land- 
fills in operation under the new 
guidelines, Honeycutt said, private 
contractors may benefit greatly. 

Chris Grimshawe, the media rela- 
tions director for Chemical Waste 


Management, said that although sol- 
id waste is not his area of expertise 
he believes that Waste Management 
of North America, Chem Waste's par- 
ent company, stands to make sub- 
stantial profit from the new regula- 
tions. 

He said Waste Management al- 
ready has landfills across the country 
that meet or exceed the proposed 
federal guidelines except in monitor- 
ing growndwater. He said this will 
allow Waste Management to profit 
from the regulations by creating and 
managing regional landfills in the 
State, 

The increases in monitoring, he 
said, will drive Waste Management 
dumping prices up though he would 
not specify by how much. Honeycutt 
said the prices will come close to 
doubling even if counties or munici- 
palitics are subsidizing the costs.

TWIG GIRDLER + 

An insect is culling limbs of pe- 
can trees off and this insect is a trig 
girdler. The limb looks like it has 
been cut with a knife. The limb is 
usually about the size of your little 
finger. This damage is done by a 
grayish-brown long horn beetle 
about a half inch long that lays eggs 
in the trig of the pecan and then gir- 
dies the limb. The limb breaks off, 
drops to the ground so that eggs can 
grow. The best control is to burn the 
broken tree limbs as they fall to the 
ground. This is not a common pest 
problem, but we do occasionally run 
into it and this year has been an ex- 
ceptionally good year for the pecan 
girdler. 
WHITE FLIES 

White flies in large numbers are 
covering collards and other cole 
crops. The high infestation must be 
due tot eh dry weather. These flies 
are not able to find other plants to 
feed on. Therefore, they are attack- 
ing anything that is green. My sug- 
gestion to control would be Thiogar 
3. Please follow the directions on ap- 
plying this and any other insecticide.
